little girls, which is a larger number than usual on account 
of the severe season we have lately passed through, which 
has left practically destitute a great many families in the 
country and who are therefore compelled to send in their 
girls to our institution. 

Though we receive a very good appropriation for our hos- 
pital work, it does not begin to cover the expenses we are 
called upon to meet in this resp ct We have constantly a 
large number of consumptives to take care of, and this class 
of patients requires special kinds of nourishment and 
medicine that are very expensive, and the majority of them 
are absolutely unable to assist in paying for these neces- 
saries, j 

We wish to extend through you our sincere thanks to the 
members of the territorial legislature for the great help they 
have given us in the past and to ask a kon ki au ante of this 
assistance at the incoming session.
